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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.” Acts 2:1. “And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other torgues as the Spirit gave them utterance.”” Acts 2:4. 
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Grace and Works 


For many years there has been a con- 
troversy over the subjects “Grace and 
Works.” Both are prominent, New Testa- 
ment subjects which cannot be ignored. 
The controversy is relative to the part or 
duty they have in man’s salvation. Grace 
advocates, if I am correctly informed, 
teach salvation (eternal life) by grace 
thru faith without works (righteous- 
ness). After some years of unbiased study 
of New Testament Scriptures upon this 
and other fundamental doctrines, I am 
compelled to oppose the teaching of sal- 
vation by faith alone, not with ill will, 
but in the spirit of love and meekness, 
realizing the ease with which we may 
misconstrue the Scriptures. Peter warns 
that in Paul’s epistles are some things 
hard to be understood, that we are likely 
to misunderstand or wrest to our destruc- 
tion. 

INTERPRETING GOD’S WORD 

In arriving at a conclusion concerning 
the meaning of any passage of scrip- 
ture, we must be careful not to destroy 
the truth of another. The Bible may be 
likened to a jigsaw puzzle, every part 
will fit when we find its place. Every 
passage of scripture will harmonize when 
rightly divided and construed. Many peo- 
ple think they have harmonv when they 
do not. Their sense of harmony is defec- 
tive, just as some cannot distinguish 
colors. The division and confusion among 
Christians attests to their inability to 
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rightly construe and harmonize the 
Scriptures. If our construction of God’s 
Word pertaining to the plan or require- 
ments of salvation fails to harmonize 
with other relative teaching, it is be- 
cause we have placed the wrong con- 
struction upon it. 

The doctrine of eternal life by faith 
without righteousness is contrary to the 
Scriptures as will presently be shown. If 
Paul, the author of Eph. 2:8 and 
Gal. 2:16, with similar texts upon which 
the doctrine of salvation by faith is 
based, taught such, why did he contra- 
dict himself in the following: “Who will 
render to every man according to his 
deeds: To them who thru patient con- 
tinuance in well doing seek for glory and 
honour and immortality eternal life. But 
unto them that are contentious, and do 
not obey the truth, but obey unright- 
eousness, indignation and wrath,” Rom. 
2:6-8. What is God to render? Eternal 
life. To whom? To every man_ who 
through patient continuance in well do- 
ing seeks for glory, honor and immor- 
tality. He also says that Christ is the 
author of eternal salvation to all that 
obey Him. Heb. 5:9. In speaking con- 
cerning Eve’s transgression, he says that 
women shall be saved in childbearing 
(duty of bearing children), if they con- 
tinue in faith, charity, holiness and so- 
briety. 1 Tim. 2:14, 15. Thus we see 
that righteousness or works are scrip- 


turally declared to be essential to salva- 
tion. Again I ask, if Paul taught salva- 
tion by faith without works, why did he 
contradict his teaching in these and 
many other instances? No, my friend, he 
nowhere taught that righteousness was 
nonessential. We have just honestly mis- 
understood him. Matt. 19:17; Acts 10: 
35; 1 Peter 4:18; 1 Cor. 6:9-12; John 
5:28, 29; Matt. 25:46; 2 Thess. 1:7, 8; 
Heb. 12:14 and James 2:14-26 all per- 
tain to eternal life and show positively 
that righteousness is necessary to salva- 
tion. Note James 2:14, “Can faith save 
him?” How can one contend for salva- 
tion by faith without works in face of 
such opposition? 
JUSTIFICATION 

Naturally you ask, if works are essen- 
tial to salvation, how shall we explain 
Rom. 3:28; 4:15; 5:1; Gal. 2:16 and 
Eph. 2:8? These texts, except Eph. 2:8, 
all pertain to justification. Justification 
and salvation are two different things. 
You may ask, Is not a justified man a 
saved man? No, not necessarily. God 
justifies every one He calls. Rom. 8:30 
and many are called but few are chosen. 


Matt. 20:16. The dictionary says “justi- 
fy” means “to pronounce free from 
blame” or “pardon.” Then justification 


means forgiveness of sins, redemption and 

reconciliation to God, making us eligible 

for the promise of eternal life. That a

Rom. 12:10; Phil. 2:3.

The greater degree of goodness 
we possess, the more humble we will be. 
And you never hear people glorying in 
or boasting their humility. 

3. Danie! possessed an excellent spirit, 
even in surroundings that were altogether 
unfavorable to his religious views. And if 
we are really ahead, spiritually, of ordi- 
nary church members, it will be indicated 
by the unusual spirit which we manifest 
in our daily lives. 

4+. Another sign of superior goodness 
in men is their readiness to bear the 
cross and suffer for Jesus’ sake. Thou- 
sands of Christians have borne the cross, 
have sacrificed and suffered untold hard- 
ships for the truth, and that without a 
murmur. If we fail and come short un- 
der the pressure of ordinary, everyday 
life, how can we ever compare ourselves 
with them? 

5. There are others who literally give 
themselves without money and without 
price to minister to and to help others. 
Their one aim is to reach others with the 
gospel message. Their hearts are continu- 
ally burdened for the lost. The heathen 
world is upon them and for these millions 
they pray and sigh and give. Are we thus 
exercised? Can we, without doing any- 
thing to help men to God, and with no 
feeling for the millions of lost heathen, 
feel that we have a very unusual type of 
religion? Now, really what do you think 
about it? 

How vast the limits of that field on 
which the righteous run their race. We 
shall never know the limits to which men 
have gone to God in prayer, _ sacrifice 
and suffering until that day when the 
secrets of all hearts are made known. 

So if we would count ourselves fore- 
most or ahead in the way of salvation, 
we must be able to show those finer 
qualities possessed by saints and sages of

old. We must be able by word and deed 
to demonstrate all that we claim to pos- 
sess in Christ.

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Bible School Echoes 


PREPARATION

We wish to consider this subject from 
three standpoints. From the standpoint of 
surrounding conditions, the Bible and 
sound reasoning. 

SURROUNDING CONDITIONS 

Those who acknowledge, serve and 
worship God are, in this age as in all 
ages, surrounded by skeptics, scoffers, 
mockers and unbelievers of every descrip- 
tion. 

Education is much the same as many 
other good things, a blessing ind a curse. 
Wind is a wonderful blessing, and when 
the sun is beating down on you on a hot 
day you welcome a breath of air. Let that 
same wind increase to a velocity of one 
hundred miles an hour, and it will do un- 
told damage. So it is with water, fire and 
many other great advantiges and bless- 
ings too numerous to mention. So it is 
with education. 

The Apostle Paul spoke of a “science 
so called” and I think we have much the 
same condition as he was talking about, 
today. An educated crook is a menace 
to society, but a wise son is the joy of 
his mother. 

Someone has said that we must fight 
fire with fire, (you who have fought 
forest fires know what they are talking 
about) and I think it can well be ap- 
plied to present conditions in the educa- 
tional world. It has well been said, that 
if we expect to meet the criticisms, accu- 
sations and charges of this present age, 
we will have to speak their language and 
understand their speech. If we expect to 
prove to people that this salvation is a 
reality, we must first disprove the theo- 
ries of the atheist and agnostic. True that 
we must have the power of God, and we 
can do nothing without it, but I have 
never heard of it changing a man’s 
speech, except, as the Holy Ghost testi- 
fied in an unknown language. 

I believe that one who knows the 
meaning of the words they use, has a 
distinct advantage over one who doesn’t, 
in meeting this condition and disprov- 
ing the terrible teachings that are so 
prevalent today. I am sure that a knowl- 
edge of their language and a thorough 
knowledge of the Bible co-ordinated with 
the Spirit and power of God, will meet 
this situation as nothing else can. 

THE STANDPOINT OF THE BIBLE 

Read 1 Chron. 25:6-8 and you will 
find reference to the preparation of 
musicians and singers. Read 2 Chron. 5: 
12, 13, 14 and you will see a beautiful 
picture of a well trained choir and band 
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of trumpets. They had been trained un- 
til they sang and played together and the 
voices and music blended. Maybe you 
think it was just the Lord with them that 
caused them to sing so well. I admit that 
the-Lord is all important, but we have 
the Holy Ghost with us now, that they 
didn’t have then, and it is a very rare 
occasion that we hear of instruments and 
voices blending together so well. Don’t 
miss the wonderful part of this beauti- 
ful picture; when they got to playing 
and singing together so well, the power 
of the Lord came down and filled the 
house. Read it, brother, sister; it’s a beau- 
tiful picture. 

I have witnessed a few occasions that 
reminded me of these scriptures, and very 
possibly you have. When we get together 
in the camp meeting or Assembly, the 
people come with the violins, mandolins, 
guitars, etc., and thousands of voices be- 
gin to ring out with songs of praise. The 
great waves of glory are so real that you 
can almost see them. Tell me something 
that is more inspiring and uplifting or 
something that will invite the power of 
God more than to hear a well trained 
duet, trio, quartet or choir. Think of 
the well trained soloist that we heard. 
How your throat tightened, the tears ran 
unheeded down your cheeks, your soul 
seemed to soar to a new  realm,—a 
higher piane—and your heart swelled 
with gratitude. We forgot it while we 
were listening, but it took months, even 
years of preparation to bring it about; 
and I believe it has been practiced for 
thousands of years. 

Read 1 Sam. 19. It is said, by good 
authority, that Naioth was a school of the 
prophets, and that Samuel spent much 
of his time there. You find that the 
power of God was there too. Begin with 
the first part of First Samuel and read 
after him. You will find that he was 
preparing from childhood. Follow him 
through his life, and note the great man 
that he was; it is worth reading. Suppose 
he had been a “helter-skelter scatter- 
brain,” with no training or preparation? 
Did you ever hear of one getting any- 
where or doing anything?

justified man is not a saved man is shown 
in the following scriptures: “Take heed 
unto thyself and unto the doctrine, con- 
tinue in them for in so doing thou shalt 
save thyself and them that hear thee,” 
1 Tim. 4:16. This exhortation was made 
long after Timothy’s justification. Again 
Paul admonishes, “But thou, O man of 
God, flee these things and follow after 
righteousness, godliness, faith, love, pa- 
tience and meekness. Fight the good fight 
of faith, lay hold on eternal life where 
unto thou art called,” 1 Tim. 6:11, 12, 
implying that Timothy was not yet saved 
but should seek to lay hold on it by fol- 
lowing after righteousness, etc., or fight- 
ing the good fight of faith. Paul shows 
clearly in the third chapter of Philippians 
that he himself had not yet attained unto 
the resurrection of the dead (eternal 
life) but was striving to apprehend it- 
Jesus said, ‘““To him that overcometh will 
I give to eat of the tree of life.” Rev. 


237. 


PROMISE OF ETERNAL LIFE 

Justification only carries a promise of 
life. “And for this cause he (Christ) is 
tne mediator of the new Testament, that 
by means of death, for the redemption of 
the transgressions that were under the 
first testament, they which are called 
might receive the promise of eternal 
life,” Heb. 9:15. The requirements upon 
which the fulfillment of this promise de- 
pends forms the basis and purpose of the 
teaching of the entire New Testament, 
but can be more readily ascertained in 
Heb. 12:14. Justification is obtained by 
faith without works, Rom. 3:28; 4:15; 
5:1; Gal. 2:16, but eternal life will be 
rendered to every man according to 
their deeds. Rom. 2:5-7. 


WORKS EXPLAINED 

We have shown that justification is 
not salvation. We learned that works 
have no part in justification but are es- 
sential to eternal life, but there is Eph. 
2:8 we have not explained. “By grace 
ye are saved through faith; and that not 
of yourselves: it is the gift of God: not 
of works, lest any man should boast.” If 
works are necessary to salvation, what is 
meant by being saved by grace without 
works? Titus 3:1-5 answers. In describ- 
ing their former sinful condition Paul 
relates how that afterward the love and 
kindness of God our Savior toward man 
appeared not by works of righteousness 
which we have done but according to 
His mercy He saved us by the washing 
(cleansing) of regeneration and renewing 
of the Holy Ghost which He shed upon 
us abundantly through Jesus Christ our 
Savior. The substance of this text is, 
first, that man’s salvation depends upon 
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his regeneration, consequently, righteous: 
ness, which is the result and sole pur- 
pose of regeneration, becomes necessary 
to salvation. Second, that regeneration is 
accomplished by the Holy Ghost, made 
available to us through the love, mercy 
and kindness of God and not by works 
of righteousness which we have done. 
Works here referred to as having no 
part in salvation are works done prior to 
justification, and in Romans, Galatians, 
Ephesians, or wherever works are stated 
to have no part in justification or salva- 
tion, it is works of the past life before 
conversion that is referred to and not 
righteousness which should follow justi- 
fication or redemption. This division and 
construction of the Scriptures brings 
peace and harmony between Rom. 2:5-7 
and Eph. 2:8, James 2:14 and Gal. 2:16. 
It erases every trace of antagonism be- 


tween the subjects “Grace” and 
“Works.” 
OBJECTIONS 
Some people object to works on the 


ground that it robs God of just honor, 
but when viewed in the proper sense, 
grace loses none of its prominence nor 
God His glory in ordaining righteous- 
ness a requisite to salvation. “For we are 
his workmanship, created in Christ Je- 
sus unto good works, which God hath 
before ordained that we should walk in 
them,” Eph. 2:10. If we are His work- 
manship how could we dishonor Him by 
magnifying and proclaiming our God- 
given virtues essential to salvation? Even 
if it were not so, it would not be irrev- 
erent to say that by the gift of righteous- 
ness which God hath bestowed upon me 
I shall be saved. Moreover, it is so for 
Paul says, “If by one man’s offence death 
reigned by one; much more they which 
receive abundance of grace and of the 
gift of righteousness shall reign in life 
by one Jesus Christ,” Rom. 5:17. Paul 
also said, ‘““Without holiness no man shall 
see the Lord,” Heb. 12:14. Did he dis- 
honor God by saying this? No, for he 
realized from whence his goodness came 
and said, “By the grace of God I am what 
I am.” Of course, if we rejected Christ 
through whom we obtain justification 
and access into God’s grace, relying upon 
our morality or good works to save us, 
we would be dishonoring both the Father 
and the Son (a thing which occasioned 
Paul’s condemnation of works as a factor 
of salvation), but if we realize that our 
righteousness or goodness is a gift from 
God through faith in Christ, we, as Paul, 
are perfectly justified in proclaiming 
such virtues essential to salvation.
